From the Washington Moderator. 
M r. E d i t o r ,— 1 read this m orning in your 
Journal of the 8th instant, that it appeared 
from a letter in the M orning Post of Boston, 
from his correspondent in W ashington, that 
the cause of the dislike o f the British to the 
present K ing of Portugal, Don M iguel, was 
his opposition to the renew al of the last T rea ­ 
ty of Com merce, expired in 1825; and that 
E ngland, by that treaty, possessed a monopoly 
or pre-emption on wines in Portugal. 
I think, 
how ever, that this information requires some 
explanation. 
T h e British do not possess, by 
the treaty itself, any monopoly or pre-emption 
on wines in P o rtu g a l; but, in fact, they fore­ 
stall that trade by the superior advantages and 
privileges granted thpir irnporbtrade over all 
other nations, as by the 15th article of that 
treaty, they have imposed on Portugal the 
onerous condition of receiving the produce of 
British grow th, industry, and fisheries, pay­ 
ing only fifteen per cent, import d u tie s; at 
the same time that all other nations are co m ­ 
pelled to subm it to pay, in Portugal, for the 
effects of their own grow th, industry, and 
fisheries, thirty, and, in some instances, forty 
per c en t.: 
w hat is more striking, is, that 
England having declared in the treaty, that it 
was based upon the strictest principles of re­ 
ciprocity, lias bound herself to nothing recip. 
rocal on this head towards Portugal, who, on 
the contrary, is subjected to pay the most 
enorm ous duties of import in E ngland, be­ 
sides those of excise and others incidental, 
as war duty, & c .; and to other restrictions 
which considerably annoy their trade in E n g ­ 
land. 
W ines are subjected to pay from one 
hundred and thirty to three hundred p e rce n t, 
du ties; figs forty-eight and a h alf p e r c e n t.; 
hams eighty-one and a quarter per c e n t . ; 
lemons and oranges forty and a half p e rce n t. ; 
olives one hundred and seventy-eight per 
cent ; prunes one hundred and eighteen and 
three quarters per c e n t . ; raisins forty-one and 
three quarters per cent. ; chesnuts* sixty-six 
and a halt per cent. ; tanned leather ninety 
per cent., and in time of war, a war duty be­ 
sides of thirty per c e n t . ; 
beaver hats one 
hundred and tw enty per cen t.; woolens, if 
imported from Portugal, would be subjected 
in England to a duty of import of almost three 
hundred per cent. 
Fish is prohibited from 
Portugal, while it is admitted in that country 
from G reat B ritain, or its fisheries, upon a 
duty of only fifteen per cent. Now, who does 
not see in such dispositions the complete ruin 
of’ Portugal? 
T h e privileges of the British 
are so extensive in Portugal, that they claim 
the right of having a private Ju d g e, called 
” Ju iz Cunservador," to lake cognizance o f all 
their civil and criminal suits in which they 
may be either defendants or plaintiffs; ami 
this Ju d g e is, besides the salary which he re­ 
ceives from the Portuguese G overnm ent, so 
handsomely paid and regaled by the British 
Merchants, that it becomes a m atter of no 
small importance for him 
to maintain his 
place, entirely dependent of their good will. 
The Portuguese have not seldom experienced 
the sad abuses made of such an extravagant 
privilege, and still more of that other privi­ 
lege, claimed in Portugal by the British m er­ 
chant, of forcibly taking possession of any 
dwelling house o f a native, and driving him 
out of the same, to accomm odate him self or 
his clerks ; which arrogant privilege is called 
“ Privilegeo de .iposcntadoriu." 
S uch privi­ 
leges, an Englishm an, ia Portugal, can extend 
to any native in liis service, to the num ber o f 
six; and it is not to be wondered that, by 
such means, they have been able to annoy a 
government, whose only fault is to wish to 
restore the Portuguese nation to its former 
state of national independence. 
Let us not deceive ourselves as to the sin ­ 
cerity with which the actual British G o v ern ­ 
ment protects that cause, which they call con­ 
stitutional, only because it is founded on some 
°t the formscf the British C onstitution, but 
which the main body of the Portuguese na­ 
tion consider to be anti-constitution 1 to their 
own national forms, laws, habits, and religion. 
As we|| m Portugal as in Spain, as in Naples 
*aa Sicily, not long ago, the rulers o f E nir- 
» wishing to shape all the world to their 
own pleasure, exerted at first their intiuence 
’ establish constitutions modelled by them 
when wliigism bad the a scen d an t; soon after 
lest* schemes were discouraged by lories ; a 
succeeding change in the British 
councils 
°uld again shake the new political order of 
iings in those distracted countries, which 
lave not ceased to bo a prey to the intrigues 
0 
propaganda in France and England.

their friendship and confidence. 
No one can doubt the war on the part of 
Don M iguel is purely national, because sup 
ported exclusively by Portuguese hearts and 
and means, undaunted by any kind of adversi­ 
ty while on the side of their invaders we only 
see British, French, and Belgian troops, su p ­ 
ported by British loans, striving to subvert the 
decisions of an independent nation, and inter- 
tering most w antonly in its domestic concerns. 
And these are the Liberals who would teach 
the Em peror of Russia more liberality against 
subjects revolted by foreign plots, hatched in 
the well know n clubs of the Propaganda of 
England, who would espouse sincerely the 
cause of liberty and liberality in Portugal. 
T h ey ought to have been faithful to their 
treaties with that nation ; they oug h t to have 
left the nation to settle its own concerns ; they 
ought to have desisted from their unjust, sel­ 
fish, and overbearing privileges, giving thus 
an example of moderation and justice ; they 
ought to demand nothing more from the Por­ 
tuguese than w hat they allow them them selves.

fundamental law , nor deserted nor waged war 
against his country nor divided, or distracted 
the M onarchy.

en t Sovereign 
of Portugal, w ithout having

to W m . H . Shaw , first officer of the ship 
Oeno, of N antucket; 
which ship was lost 
over five years ago on one of the Fegee 
Islands— where this quadrant was purchased 
of one of the natives, and has his (M r Sh a w ’s) 


u a u i e <>r> t h o o a a o . 
“ Capt Buckle, of ship H arriet, of London, 
states that fourteen months ago, while at S id ­ 
ney, he was informed by the master of a R us­ 
sian brig, that at the Island of Tongatuhoo he 
saw a young boy, who said he belonged to 
the Oeno, and that there was one man living 
at the W indw ard Islands, also belonging lo 
the ship— being the only two survivors— the 
rest having been massacred by the natives. 
The boy seem ed very anxious to leave the 
island with the eaptain of the b rig ; but the 
king would not consent.” 


T h i s was very probably a lad by the name 


o f S w a i n — being the youngest individual on 
board the Oeno. 
W e have hopes that he may 
yet be recovered.— Nantucket Inquirer.
